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-“CAUGHT SHORT” AT 
_ THE GRAFTON. 
) 


To have comedy in a boarding-house ís not 
at all unusual, but to have the “low life”’ of 
a boarding-house used as materia] for a film 
is so unusual that it is noteworthy. 
“Caught Short,” showing this week at the 
Grafton Picture House, Dublin, there is both 
the unusual and the noteworthy, The film 
wil] be memorable for the performances given 
by Marie Dressler and Polly Moran, as land- 
ladies who gambled, won, and then lost. 

In Marie Dressler there is a comedienne of 
the first class; merely to see her tilt her hat 
rakishly over her right eye is sufficient to 

, cause more merriment than can be had in 
rome dovens of artificially comic and 
spiendidly efficient films. 
Chaplin she depends upon personality and 
costume for effect, but she has none of the 
sartorial eccentricities of the great Charlie. 
She is also the possessor of a voice that a 
blind person would associate with the most 
aggressive of landladies, and she makes 
perfect. use of its possibilities in “ Caught 
Short.” As a foil, Polly Moran is perfect ; 
‘ut she, too, has comic ability of a high 
order. She is the antithesis of Marie Dressler 
in physique and temperament, but the two 
make « splendid comedy combination for the 
é talkies.” 

RIVALRIES AND JEALOUSIES. 

The story in which they have to act is 
nothing to get excited about; merely the 
rivalries and petty jealousies of opposing 
toarding-houses. As Mrs. Smith—‘‘ plain 
Smith,” as her rival, Mrs. Jones, says—Polly 
Moran uses her savings for Stock Exchange 
speculation, and achieves wealth. She deserts 
her boarding-house for a life of ease, and 
taunts Mrs. Jones with her lack of financial 
acumen. Spurred by the taunts and by the 
love affair of her daughter with Mrs. Smith’s 
son, she decides to venture her savings on 
‘‘American. Cheese.”” For a time all goes 
well, and the two families bask in the affluent 
glories of Atlantic Beach. Just at the most 
critital moment, when young Smith is about 
to contract a marriage of spite with a revue 
actress, the Wall Street ‘‘crash’’ plunges 
both families back into poverity once more. 

That is all there is to the story; but to the 
acting and photography there is very much 
more. East side New York has rarely been 
presented so realistically or so artistically as 
in this excellent film. The habits and 
manners of that district of gun-men and 
political jobbers are in themselves useful 
studies for the sociologist, but it. is not these 
that make the film so well worth seeing and 
hearing It is the acting of Marie Dressler 
and Polly Moran, and that alone. The party 
in the boarding-house in which Miss Dressler 
sings “I'm Spanish now,” is reminiscent of 
the paity in “Juno and the ‘ Paycock’”’; 
and when she, as the landlady who believes 
she has lost her savings, careers madly and 
noisily about her house, no audience can avoid 
shrieks of laughter. 

When Marie Dressler and Polly Moran are 
“Caught Short” hy the financial “crash,” 
they return to a boarding-house in partner- 
ship, but.it is their partnership as purveyors 
of laughter that is too good to be missed in 
this film.

At first people had not the 
faintest notion of what they had got hold of, 
and many regarded it as somewhat in the 
nature oI a tov.

Impromptu Speeches. 


. Many of us have experienced the form 
of exquisite torture known to by-gone even- 
ing 
and have taken part in those horrible com- 
petitions in which the would-be orators 
were banished into the hall, while a sub- 
yect was chosen on which they must speak 
intelligently for three minutes. One by 
ene the shrinking competitors entered and 
were given the subject of the speech; the 
timekeeper looked at his watch and said 
“Go.” Personally I have never felt quite 
the same towards grandfather clocks since 
I had to speak about them for three 
minutes. On one occasion the subject was 
the Forth Bridge, and, to tell the truth of 
it, none of the speakers knew very much 
about that structure. The prize was won 
by the following ingertious oration, pre- 


ceded by some small talk that filled in a } 


little of the time. ‘‘ The Forth Bridge,” 
said the speaker ruminatively; ‘‘ well, 
there’s the Bridge of Sighs—that’s one; 
‘.I stood on the bridge at midnight "— 
that’s two ; and there’s the bridge near the 
batrack—that’s three. But pally, entle- 
men, what I know about the Forth Bridge 
would fit. in the brain of an unhatched 
chicken.”

In the crypt of the National Museum 
may be seen a historic stone which formed 
part of the old Bridge of Athlone, taken 
down in the year 1844. On this stone is 
sculptured the figure of a clergyman—one 
Peter Lewys, ‘‘ by the good energy and 
diligence of whom this bridge was built in 
1567.’’ A rat is also chiselled biting the 
thumb of the clergyman’s right hand, 
which holds what looks like a pistol. 

An old tradition about this rodent was 
current among the inhabitants of Athlone 
when the old bridge stood. It was told 
that the rat followed and haunted Lewys 
by day and by night; where he travelled 
it travelled; and where he slept it slept, 
continuing its persecution to the end of his 
days. One day, as the clergyman 
descended from the pulpit, the rat made 
its appearance, and Lewys levelled his 
pistol at it; but the animal leaped on the 
pistol, and, biting the clergyman’s thumb, 
caused lockjaw, which terminated fatally.

When the same Peter Lewys became 
Proctor of Christ Church Cathedral in 
1564 he kept a diary (now in Trinity 


‘College library), which throws many in- 


teresting sidelights on the economic and 
social life of Dublin artisans in Eliza- 
bethan times. Extensive repairs were 
carried out by Lewys during the year 1564- 
1565, the majority of the men who worked 
in the Cathedral receiving food as well as 
wages. Their meals generally consisted of 
bread, beef and ale, the latter being 
brewed in the precincts from oaten malt. 
The home brew, however, was not always 
satisfactory. Thus we find the entry: 
“ Paid for good ale for the masons and 
carpenters. My own drink was sour, and 
they would not drink thereof.’’ The sour 
ale was not wasted, as on the following 
dav Lewys records: ““ Paid for good ale to 
set among my own sour drink for the 
masons and carters.”’ 

In those days good ale could be bought 
for a penny a quart, milk for three 
farthings a quart, and eggs for twopence 
a dozen. A quarter of beef cost three 
shillings and tenpence. Wages were 
correspondingly low. The unskilled work- 
man received. sevenpence a day, the car- 
penter averaged fourteen pence, “ at his 
own meat”; and masons were paid 
eightpence a day and diet.

George Faulkner, dubbed the ‘“ prince 
of Dublin printers,” stands forth as the 
leading Irish typographer of the 
eighteenth century.

OBITUARY. 


MR. JOHN HOOPER. 

The death, which occurred yesterday 
morning, of Mr. John Hooper, 5b.A., 
Director of the Statistics branch, Vepariment 
of Industry and (om- 
merce, Dublin, will 
come as a shock to 
bis many friends 
throughout the 
country. He was 51 
years of age, and had 
been suitering from an 
attack of pneumonia. 
A native oí Cork, he 
was the third son o! 
the late Alderman 
Hooper, M.P. for Cork 
City, and former 
editor of the Cork 
Daily Herald, and 
subsequently of the 
Evening J elegraph, 
Dublin. 

Mr. John Hooper was a wonderful mathe- 
watician, and the skill and originality which 
he brought to bear on the analysis of the 
Free State census returns was the admiration 
not ouly of his own country, but of leading 
statisticians throughout the world. His first 
auty in this connection was the production 
of a census of populat.on for the Irish Free 
State in 1926. ‘Ibis was the first publication 
of its kind tor the twenty-six counties, an 
interval of 15 years having elapsed since the 
previous census was taken for ail Irelaid. 
‘be manner in which this was prepared and 
the comprehensiveness of Mr. Hooper's anno- 
tations reflected his thoroughness and 
brilliancy in giving figures some degree of 
life. ‘This work was followed by an exhaustive 
census of production, which was equally in- 
formative, while a further census of produc- 
tion was taken in 1929, the returns of which 
are-now being issued. 

Ho took over the offico which he held up 
to the time of his death on the establishment 
of the Irish Free State. Previous to that he 
was in charge of the Statistics Branch, De- 
Ea” of Agriculture, a post formerly held 

y the late Mr. W. P. Coyne, to whom Mr. 
Hooper acted as chief assistant onthe estab- 
lishment of the Department of Agriculture 
for Ireland. Prior to that he occupied a 
prominent post in the Secretary’s oftice of 
the General Post Office, London, which he 
obtained through gaining a high place in the 
First Division of the British Civil Service. 
Wishing to return to Ireland, Mr. Hooper, at 
the request of Mr. T. P. Gill, Secretary to 
the then new Department of Agriculture, went 
mto the Statistics Branch, as stated. 
_ Educated at the Christian Brothers’ Schools 
in Cork and Dublin, Mr. John Hooper had a 
distinguished Intermediate career, winning 
exhibitions in every grade. At the old 
Royal University, where he subsequently 
studied, he won several scholarships, and 
obtained first place in the examination for 
Bachelor of Arts, with First Class Honvou:s, 
mathematics ‘being his subject. 

The value of Mr. Hooper’s work was re- 
cognised by the Internationa] Institute of 
Statisticians, a body limited to 200 members, 
which recently held an election to fill 
vacancies existing since the war. The names 
of candidates were snbmitted from twenty- 
five countries, and Mr. Hooper was elected 
on the first count, receiving 87 votes out of 
a possible 119. 

Mr. Hooper’s funeral will be private, It 
will take place after 9.50 o'clock Mass at 
the Church of St. Francis Xavier, Gardiner 
street, Dublin, to-morrow.

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE financial relations between the 
State and the local authorities in 
ern Ireland are causing concern in 
= quarters. The Government has set 
up a committee to consider the Pt 
and the General Council of = unicipal 
Authorities of the province has p ; 
against the constitution of the official 
body ; but it does not seem that its request 
for wider representation will be granted. 
The committee consists of five members 
who are representatives of Government 
departments, and three others who are 
not officials to the Ministries; but the 
Council considers that the committee 
should be composed of persons who would 
be in a judicial capacity, with legal train- 
ing, and external to the local, or Govern- 
ment, authorities. 

The greatest sting in the protest is con- 
tained in the statement that ‘“‘if active 
hostility between the Exchequer and the 
rating authorities were not out of the 
question, it might fairly be taken as in- 
tended to secure that the recommenda- 
tions of the committee would embody the 
views of the Government, modified by such 
other suggestions as the’ Government 
might not think inconvenient.” The 
Minister of Finance has replied in effect 
that there will be no alteration in the con- 
stitution of the committee, and the 
Council of Municipal Authorities is now 
considering whether it will be advisable 
to submit evidence at the inquiry. 

The terms of reference to the committee 
are significant of the financial difficulties 
which face the Government. They are: 
‘‘Having regard to the resources of 
Northern Ireland, and its taxable and 
rateable capacity, to consider the present 
system of Government grants in aid of 
local authorities’ expenditure and the dis- 
tribution of public expenditure between 
the Exchequer and the rates, and to 
recommend what changes, if any, are 
desirable.”’ There are other financial 
problems of a more far-reaching nature 
which may have to be considered before 
very long. 


AN AMUSING INCIDENT. 


Free State currency and coinage have 
become quite common, if not wholly 
popular, in Belfast. Most people now are 
content to accept any kind of money that 
comes from across the border, secure in 
the knowledge that it is of equal value 
with the British standard. It is not 
accepted, however, on the Belfast tram- 
ways, and inconvenience is sometimes 
caused to Sovthern visitors who may not 
be aware of the rule. 

The other day an incident occurred in 
this connection which illustrates a 
woman's determination, a passenger’s 
gallantry, and a tram conductor’s courtesy 
and sense of the humorous. The woman 
offered the astonished conductor eight new 
glittering Free State farthings in exchange 
for a twopenny ticket, and these he feebly 
waved aside. A passenger of the sterner 
sex protested, and said that a visitor with 
such a fascinating Dublin brogue should 
not be treated so scurvily. 

The conductor capitulated, took the 
handful of small coins, and all was 
harmony until the protector of the fair 
got his own ticket, for which he handed 
over a sixpenny-piece. Then. across his 
startled vision flowed a stream of new 
glittering Freo State farthings into his 
hand as part of his change. 


AFTERMATH OF THE WAR.

SWEEPSTAKES FOR HOSPITALS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMPS. 

Sizn,—A meeting of youth was held in 
Dublin a short while ago to express their 
opinions as to their attitude towards sweep- 
stakes. The Archbishop of. Dublin, Dr. 
Gregg, opened the meeting with an address. 
stating that it was not his intention in the 
least to try to alter the opinions of anyone 
who differed from him on the subject. He 
stated that, in his opinion, gambling was 
‘the organised, excessive exploitation of the 
“se to chance, determining the ownership 
of money. 

After discussion the report of the findings 
was read and showed quite a diversity of 
opinion among those present, but I think that 
the majority were not in favour of sweep- 
stakes as a means of raising money for 
hospitals. Numerous suggestions were made 
as to how money might otherwise be obtained 
for the benefit of the hospitals, and somebody 
said that in ordinary gambling, such as 
betting on horses, etc., a lot of money went 
to waste every vear, and why shpuld we not 
try to capture some of the money thus wasted 
for the hospitals? This is really the only 
good point i gon bi ó can see about, sweep- 
stakes for hospitals. It was said that, unless 
the Church of Ireland took up a definite 
stand on the subject of gambling in all its 
various forms, its adherents could not be 
reasonably expected to know whether there 
was any right or wrong side in the matter 
of sweepstakes. ‘The Archbishop said that, 
if the Church of Ireland could adopt this 
attitude, it would, indeed, be the easiest and 
best thing to do; but, as there were so manv 
other forms of gambling in which he could 
really see no harm or immoral effect, the 
Church of Ireland could not Jay down anv 
definite opinion on the matter. 

If the Church of Ireland cannot take un 
a definite stand against sweepstakes, [ think 
it would be a much better thing not to say 
anything at all. If we confine our definition 
of gambling to “the organised, excessive

of Wexford as a city. This, however, is uo 
gE& claim; it is just and meritorious : for 
ir wa was a city centuries ago, when 
ublin was merely a hamlet on a ford. 

Wexford is a wealthy, old-world town ot 
considerable importance in the South-East of 
Ireland, for which it is the natural trading 
outlet and supply centre. It is the capital 
of the greatest agricultural county in Ire 
land. - cattle, sheep and horses thrive 
on the exford plains, and cereals and 
potatoes flourish in the fields. Farming is 
intensive, and the methods are modern “and 
progressive. The farmers of Wexford way 
grumble with the rest of the farming «.m- 
munity of the Free State, but it must be 
said for them that they work hard. They 
are, indeed, better. off than the farmers of 
most other counties in Ireland, because of 
their thrift and hard work. and a remark. 
able fact. is that, although by no means the 
largest county in the Free State, the number 
of motor vehicles registered in Wexford is 
second only to that of the County of Dublin.

ment Association, which is responsible for 
the Greater Wexford project, has within the 
last couple of years shown an acumen and 
enterprise that are bearing rich frit.

ROSSLARE, Monday. 

HE question of coast erosion has become 
T of paramount importance to the people 

of are, and, with the return of the 
winter winds and weather, they are getting 
very anxious and troubled. Not the least 
of their worries is the fact that, although 
the Free State Government, in response to 
urgent demands last winter, set up a Coast 
Erosion Committee, which visited the 
affected districts, nothing has yet been heard 
of a report. It was confidently expected that 
the report would be made available almost 
immediately after the tour of inspection 
which was made by the members of the 
Committee in the early part of last summer, 
and that the work of combating, in an 
effective manner, the inroads of the sea 
would be undertaken before the summer was 
out. 

As can be readily rtécognised, the construc- 
tion of such works as would be necessary to 
prevent further erosion would have to be 
carried out in the summer, when the weather 
was good and tides favourable; for there is 
no coast erosion in the summer months. 

Although the outlay would run into several 
thousands of pounds, it is not of such an 
amount as would prevent the Government 
from considering schemes and sanctioning the 
cost. 


THE FORT PENINSULA, 

The position, so far as Rosslare is con 
cerned, is that within the last three to four 
years the Fort Peninsula has been eaten away 
to such an extent that, where before the 
extreme point of the peninsula was four 
miles distant from the town, it is now only 
two and a half miles away. Further, the 
sen has made a considerable breach iu the 
pier of Rosslare Harbour itself. In the past 
statements have been made to the effect that 
the construction of Rosslare Harbour was 
the real cause of the erosion, but now :t 
has been established that it really had very 
“little, if anything, to do with it. 

I visited the strand at Rosslare yesterday 
and again this morning, and I was struck at 
the way this fine seaside resort is being r$ined 
by the encroachment of the sea. All those 
fine sand dunes and the great stretch of sandy 
beach are rapidly disappearing. Of course, 
all the amenities of the resort are so far un- 
touched in relation to the town proper, but, at 
the rate that erosion has been going on for 
the last few vears, I am informed that within 
five or six years from now the whole town 
will have been wine out unless the advance 
of the sea is stopped immediately. 

I have made full inquiries into the extent 
of the erssion so far this winter, and I find 
that up to the present the weather has been 
comparatively mild and no alarming encroach- 
ments have taken place. -Serious erosion only 
takes place when there is a combination of 
three elements—south-easterly wind, spring 
tides, and stormy weather. | 

The gales which swept Ireland over the | 
week-end were more westerly than anything 
else. For about a fortnight previous to that 
there was a definite stoppage in the erosion, 
and, in fact, it was noticed that close to the 
town, where some experimental roins had 
been erected bv local peope, the sand on the 
shore had built up to the extent cf two and 
a half feet. 

When I visited the seashore this morning, 
it was apparent that the erosion had begun 
again, though on a small scale, because of the 
absence of the adverse wind

ROSSLARE 
IN DANGER. 
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From OUR SpPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
ROSSLARE, Monday. 

HE question of coast erosion has become 

of paramount importance to the people 

of siare, and, with the return of the 
winter winds and weather, they are getting 
very anxious and troubled. Not the least 
of their worries ‘s the fact that, although 
the Free State Government, in response to 
urgent demands last winter, set up a Coast 
Erosion Committee, which visited the 
affected districts, nothing has yet been heard 
of a report. It was confidently expected that 
the report would be made available almost 
immediately after the tour of inspection 
which was made by the members of the 
Committee.in the early part of last summer, 
and that the work of combating, in an 
effective manner, the inroads of the sea 
would be undertaken before the summer was 
out. 

As can be readily recognised, the construc- 
tion of such works as would be necessary to 
prevent further erosion would have to he 
varried out in the summer, when the weather 
was good and tides favourable; for there is 
no coast erosion in the summer months. 

Although the outlay would run into several 
thousands of pounds, it is not of such an 
amount as would prevent the Government 
from considering schemes and sanctioning the 
cost. 


THE FORT PENINSULA, 

The position, so far as Rosslare is con- 
cerned, is that within the last three to four 
years the Fort Peninsula has been eaten away 
to such an extent that, where before the 
extreme point of tha peninsula was four 
miles distant from the town, it is now only 
two and a half miles away. Further, the 
sea has made a considerable breach iu the 
pier of Rosslare Harbour itself. In the past 
statements have been made to the effect that 
the construction of Rosslare Harbour was 
the real cause of the erosion, but now :t 
has been established that it really had very 
little, 1f anything, to do with it. 

I visited the strand at Rosslare yesterday 
and again this morning, and 1 was struck at 
the way this fine seaside resort is being r$ined 
by the encroachment of the sea. All those 
fine sand dunes and the great stretch of sandy 
beach are rapidly disappearing. Of course, 
all the amenities of the resort are so far un- 
touched in relation to the town proper, but, at 
the rate that erosion has been going on for 
the last few vears, I am informed that within 
five or six years from now the whole town 
will have been wipey out unless the advance 
of the sea is stopped immediately. 

I have made full’ inquiries into the extent 
of the erssion so far this winter, and I find 
that up to the present the weather has been 
comparatively mild and no alarming encroach- 
ments have taken place. -Serious erosion only 
takes place when there is a combination of 
three elements—south-easterly wind, 
tides, and stormy weather. 

The gales which swept Ireland over. the 
week-end were more westerly than anything 
else. For about a fortnight previous to that 
there was a definite stoppage in the erosion, 
and, in fact, it was noticed that close to the 
town, where some experimental roins had 
been erected bv local peope, the sand on the 
shore had built up to the extent cf two and 
a half feet. 


it was apparent that the erosion had begun 
again, though on a small scale, because of the 
absence of the adverse wind

favourably situated, possessing a 
nagnificent stretch of sandy beach and 
surrounded by places of historic and scenic 
interest. I might mention in this respect 
such spots as Lady’s Island, with its beauti- 
ful lake; the famous Walloon ‘windmill at 
Tacumshane, which is still working; the 
wonderful Rath at Ballytrant, Kilmore quay, 
known for its fine lobsters, and the Saltee 
Islands, with their unusual forms of bird life. 

Four years ago Rosslare leapt into 
prominence as one of the finest seaside places 
in Ireland, and, as one which with proper 
and careful development, would bid fair to 
equal the most famous of the British resorts. 
It began to “boom ”; houses and bungalows 
sprang up on all sides around the town, and 


is most 


plots sí ground that were sold the year before 
for £50 and £75 were fetching £300 and 
£500. Then the serious erosion started, and 
to-day those plots are lying derelict, The 
expansion of the resort has been stopped and 
the outlook is, indeed, gloomy, despite the 
fact that the last season was one of the most 
successful for many years. 

I might mention in conclusion that the 
movement of the sea is up the Irish Channel, 
and that some of the sand eaten away from 
Rosslare is being thrown up by the sea at the 
reclaimed sloblands at Wexford and at Curra 
cloe, a seaside resort to the north of Wex- 
ford.

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The Drug Traffic. 


For some years a Committee of the 
League of Nations has sought to contrive 
action for the suppression of the illicit 
traffic in dangerous drugs. This Committee, 
on which all the producing countries were 
represented, decided that the evil must 
be checked at the source, and that only 
one means was likely to be effective. The 
world’s annual need of such drugs must 
be ascertained, and then international 
agreement must allot to the manufactur- 
ing countries the annual quantities which 
they may produce legitimately. Now the 
Secretariat of the League has reported on 
the progress of this plan. A conference 
of drug-manufacturing countries, which 
was held in London during October and 
November, has achieved some success. In 
regard to cocgine and its derivatives the 
manufacturers of the assembled 
countries were able to fix quotas of pro- 
duction. Opium, with its many deriva- 
tives, presented a harder problem; and 
hete the questions of allotment between 
th manufacturing and consuming countries

The enforcement of the proposed con- 
vention will be no easy task. Cocaine, 
morphine, heroin and other baneful drug; 
are manufactured illicitly on a large scale 
in Central Europe and in the Near East, 
and are exported to all parts of the world. 
The traffickers run great risks, but their 
profits are enormous, and their wares are 
smuggled with an ingenuity which defeats 
utmost vigilance of police and 
Customs. At present Turkey is one of the 
chief centres of this nefarious trafie It 
was revealed at the London conference 
that’ Turkey exporis annually more than 
5,200 kilograms of morphine and more 
than 8,650 kilograms of heroin. These 
| figures represent nearly half the world's 
requirements of morphine and far more 
than its total requirements of heroin. 
Within the last few days a large quantity 
of opium, concealed in walnuts, was seized 
on a ship at Constantinople.

Wholesale seizures of ilicit 
drugs have been made during the last 
three months at Chinese ports, at Mar- 
seilles and at New York, where, a week 
ago, eleven hundred pounds of morphine, 
labelled as furs, were seized by Federal 
agents.

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American Bank Failures. 


The United States has come to the con- 
clusion that something is wrong on its 
Rialto. When Congress re-assembles in 
January the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittees will investigate financial condi- 
tions in the country as a preliminary step 
to the re-organisation of the banking 
systems, ‘There will be general surprise 
if any fundamental re-organisation is 
deemed necessary; for the American 
Federal Reserve system has commanded 
a universal esteem. In theory it is well- 
nigh perfect, and nothing save the weak- 
nesses of human nature can render it 
deficient in operation. There is, of course, 
no central bank in the United States. 
Instead, there is a group of twelve banks, 
under the supervision of a board appointed 
by the President, and working to a certain 
extent, by virtue of its personnel, in 
concord with the Treasury. The capital 
of these twelve banks is subscribed by a 
number of “member banks ’’—among 
which by law every national bank must be 
included—and thus all the responsible in- 
stitutions of the country are links in a 
chain. Since all of the member banks are 
compelled to deposit their reserves with 
the Federal Reserve banks, it follows that 
there can be no undue leakage, if the 
system works under adequate control. 
The trouble seems to lie in this matter 
of supervision. Authority, as the Washing- 
ton Correspondent of The Times implies, 
suffers from vagueness; and Congress 
might solve the problems of the banks best 
if it were to confine the task of supervision 
to one source. It is improbable that there 
are fundamental defects in the system, as 
a system. 

Obviously, however, American banking 
in its broadest aspect does not reveal the 
same security. The country is dotted 
with a multitude of small and private 
banks, some of which are under the pro- 
tecting wing of the Reserve system, while 
others are independent. During recent 
years 5,640 of these institutions were 
suspended by the supervisory authorities, 
and it is significant that the great 
majority of delinquencies were among the 
independents. Figures for 1950, the 
terrible year of American finance, are not 
yet available; but, without question, it 
will be the worst on record. It is in these 
independent banks that the danger seems 
to lie. Similar institutions can flourish to 
a limited extent in Britain, where the 
Bank of the Treasury

Talking Films. 

The ‘‘ talkie,’ according to the film 
critic of the Daily Telegraph, is entering 
upon its crucial year. Hitherto “ talkies ”’ 
have becn produced by American studios 
with a closer eye to abundance than to 
quality, with the result that cinema pro- 
prietors have acquired the habit of the 
double-feature programme. “Thus the 
British Isles, though not too readily, have 
absorbed some five hundred films during 
the last twelve months, and the public 
has been educated to expect this output. 
The lack of quality, however, has had its 
effect, and the box office, the only true 
censor, has proclaimed that the '' talkies,’’ 
though they may have replaced the silent 
film in the general estimation, have not 
inspired the man in the street to the same 
spending of money. This result does not 
suggest ‘that silent films to-day would 
enjoy a greater success. The explanation 
is that the late excellence’of the old silent 
films has encouraged people to look for 
better productions than are being shown 
at present. This fact has been appreciated 
by the American producers, who propose, 
in the coming year, to turn out fewer, but 
better, films of the talking variety. The 
total number is not likely to exceed four 
hundred, and, since no more than fifty 
may be expected from British studios and 
about a dozen from other sources, it is 
probable that an actual dearth will exist 
unless longer “ runs ’’ eke out the deficit. 
Such is the intention of the American 
studios, and, whatever may be the ultimate 
result, we must acclaim the spirit that 
esteems merit above quantity. It is true 
that many exhibitors, unable to afford two 
first-class films in a single week, may 
experience difficulties ; but the message of 
the screen is so large that we are inclined 
to consider that the egg, if necessary, must 
be broken for the omelette. 


The Sales. 


Truly wo owe much to the shopkeepers. 
When Christmas is over and the depression 
of its aftermath has set in, they are ready 
with their annual sales to keep our women- 
kind happy and usefully oceupied, so that 
one half at least of every household re- 
mains cheerful.

At no 
other place is the old adage of the 
early bird and the worm more true ; on no 
other occasion is the majesty of a com- 
manding personality more compelling.

This year in Dublin the promise 
of brisk business appears to be greater 
even than usual.

INDIAN ROUND- 
TABLE CONFERENCE. 


NORTH-WEST FRONTIER 
PROBLEM. 


The problem of the North-West Frontier 
Province was considered by Mr. Arthur 
Henderson's Sub-Committee of the Round 
Table Conference on India yesterday. 
Unlike the Governor’s Provinces, the 
North-West Frontier Province has no 
Legislattire of its own, and the general 
question before the committee is whether 
the time has not arrived for a constitu- 
tional advance in the Province. 

Both the Statutory Commission and the 
Government of India’s despatch made pro- 
posals for the introduction of representa- 
tive institutions. 

There has also been a suggestion that 
the five districts known as the North- 
West Frontier Province might be re-amal- 
gamated with the Punjab, but this pro- 
posal is not being seriously advocated. 

It was pointed out that the desire of 
the population was to be placed in a 
position in no way ii.ferior to that of other 
parts of British India. Much of the un- 
rest in the Province, it was suggested, war 
attributable to dissatisfaction with the 
existing system of administration. 

The problem was examined from the 
point of view of devising methods by which 
co-operation between the military police 
and the civil police could be guaranteed, 
so as to ensure immediate action to deal 
with raids or other disturbances. 

The Committee will meet again this 
morning, when they will hear Sir Denys 
Bray, who has been invited to make a 
statement. 

THE MAHARAJA OF ALWAR. 
Reuter’s Agency learns that His High- 
ness the Maharaja of Alwar has provi- 
sionally arranged to leave Marseilles on 
January 23rd, on board the P. and O. 
liner Viceroy of India, on his return 
home. It is understood that, in the 
Maharaja’s view, the Round Table Con- 
ference has done as well as might have 
been reasonably expected, and that main 
principles have been fixed. He does not 
think that the Hindu-Moslem question can 
bring about a break-down of the Confer- 
ence, as this is a domestic matter to be 
settled in India by the parties concerned.

ACTIVITIES. 

A brief summary of the chief activities 
of the Land Commission, on the land pur- 
chase side, up to the end of December, shows 
that by the end of the year, under the Land 
Acts, 1923-29, they will have acquired and 
divided 272,000 acres of untenanted land 
among 13,400 allotiees. An additional area 
of 150,000 acres has been acquired by the 
Land Commission, or has had a price agreed 
upon or fixed, and prices have been offered, 
or the lands cazetted in respect of a further 
area of 86,000 acres. 

In addition to the 272,000 acres un- 
tenanted land divided under the Land Acts, 
1923-29, the Land Commission since 1923 have 
divided an area of 160,000 acres of untenanted 
land on estates which had been purchased 
by the Estates Commissioners or the Con- 
gested Districts Board under the Land Acts 
prior to the Land Act of 1925, making a 
total of 432,000 acres of untenanted land 
divided by the Land Commission since 1923 
This total will be substantially increased by 
the 3lst March next, as the early part of the 
year is the most suitable time for dividing 
land. 
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TENANTED LAND. 

As regards tenanted iand coming under the 
Land Acts, 1923-1929, a total area of 530,000 
acres, comprising 14,500 holdings, will have 
been vested in the Land Commission by the 
3lst December, 1930, and the tenants put on 
an annuity basis. In addition, an area of 
560,000 acres, comprising over 16,000 hold- 
ings, has been provisionally gazetted prepara- 
tory to vesting. 

The new Land Bill, which has been a'ready 
introduced in Dail Eireann, will provide 
methods for greatly speeding up the vesting 
of tenanted land, thereby giving tenants the 
advantages of annuity payments, and its 
enactment will be followed by a rapid settle- 
ment of the case of the remaining unpurchased 


As regards the vesting of holdings, apart 
from the division of untenanted land, the 
Land Commission have vested since 1925 up 
to the end of the year 1930, under the various 
Land Acts, a total area of some 1,855,000 
acres, comprising 59,000 holdings. 

As regards expenditure on improvement 
works, approximately £1,500,000 have been 
expended by the Land Commission since 1925 
for the benefit and improvement of estates, 
ete., and, in addition, the Land Commission 
expended £383,000 on special works for the 
relief of unemployment and distress during 
the years 1924-1929. A substantial propor- 
tion of the relief grant of £200 000, recantly 
authorised by the Government, will be 
allocated to the Land Commission, who are 
already actively engaged in schemes for its 
expenditure to the best advantage.

MONEY-LENDERS.

PILLAGE AND ARSON IN 
MANY VILLAGES. 
rom REUTFR $ CORRE*PONDENT. 
BULDANA, BERAR, Monday. 

Authentic reports are now available of 
eutbreaks of mob violence, accompanied 
. all cases by pillage and arson, in several 

acres in this district, miles apart from 
sach other, resulting in loss of property 
variously estimated at between five lakhs 
and ten lakhs of rupees (between £37,500 
and £75,000). 

The outbreaks, which are attributed 
mainly to agrarian discontent and were 
directed against the Marwaris and the 
yahmins, who are the money-lending and 
nd-owning classes in the = affected 
villages, are stated to have been precipi- 
tated by three factors—namely, the low 
mmodity prices, agricultural unemploy- 
ment and the indebtedness of the 


isantry. 

' FIELDS FIRED, 

The first outbreak occurred on the night 

Sunday, December 21st, in a village 
sixty miles from Buldana, the head- 
juarters of the district magistrate and the 
district superintendent of police, when 

wo hundred peasants looted crops and set 
fre to the fields of loca) landlords, and 
then decamped at the approach of the 
police, 

' This was followed by similar raids on 
other villages on the three following days 
by mobs from adjoining villages, some- 
times by day, but generally under cover 
of night, accompanied by looting and burn- 
ing of fields, to shouts of: ‘* Victory for 
the British Raj.”’ 

The most serious outbreak occurred at a 
village seventy miles from here, where a 
nob of five hundred attacked the houses 
of thirteen local landlords and money- 
lenders, and looted grain, jewellery and 
ooking utensils, and finished up by burn- 
ing all the account books and other docu- 
ments, mostly promissory notes, while the 
terrified inmates fled for their lives, leav- 
ng everything behind them. 

REMARKABLE FEATURE. 

\ conspicuous feature of these outbreaks 
has been the complete absence of personal 
violence, but the terrified money-lenders, 
nevertheless, have taken refuge in the 
neighbouring districts. 

Mr. M. C. Comrie, the District Magis- 
trate, and Mr. R. E. Bromley, the 
District Superintendent of Police, arrived 
in the affected area on Christmas Day, 
since when there have been no further dis- 
turbances, and the situation is now quiet. 
The police immediately took steps to 
round-up the culprits, about sixty of 
whom, imeluding two alleged ringleaders, 
nave already been arrested. Some of the 
stolen property has been recovered. 

It is stated that the strength of the 
police torce tnroughout the district is at 
present depleted owing to the fact that a 
.arge number were drafted to stations out- 
the district in connection with the 
civil disobecience campaign.

RANGOON, Monday. 
n oficia] report from Tharrawaddy, at 
extremity of the area affected by the 


tinues satisfactory. Rebel bands are still 
coming out, of the forest at night-time to 
raid isolated villages, mainly for the pur- 
pose of obtaining guns and ammunition, 
but since the bloodshed at Yedaik on 
Christmas Day they have shown no lis- 
position to attack the police. 

A Ma party, under Major Hare, 
searched adjacent villages without, finding 
any rebels, whose headquarters are appa- 
tently in the forest. Women and children 
are beginning to return to their villages 
from the rebel camp, and a certain 
number of men, recruited more or less 
against their will, are also coming in. 

The Burma Rifles reached Tharrawadd) 
yesterday, and plans have been organise: 
for attacking the rebels in the forest an: 
intercepting any who try to escape back t« 
the villages. 

OFFICIAL’S ESCAPE. 

The body of the Sub-Divisional Poli 
Officer, who was killed at Yedaik o: 
Christmas Day, has been recovered, an 
was brought to Rangoon to-day for buria! 
The Township Officer of Tharrawadd) 
who had been reported missing at th 
Same time, has made his escape and 
returned to headquarters unwounded. 

Captain Rust came to Rangoon yester- 
day, and is gone to hospital to have a slug 
removed from his arm. His wound is not 
serious. 

In the Insein district the Deputy-Com- 
missioner of the district, and the 
Superintendent of Police, have taken a 
number of prisoners. 

It is reported that a small party of 
rebels in Insein are west of the railway 
line and have reached the Henzada border, 
which is only ten or twelve miles from 
Okkan. There is, however, no sign of the 
outbreak spreading to Henzada or any 
other district. 

The despatch of troops to the affected 
area is evidently having a good effect, and 
confidence is being restored among the 
people. A platoon which had been sent to 
Zigon, has been recalled, as there is no 
necessity for posting troops so far north.

MARSHAL PETAIN CREATED 
GENERALISSIMO.

PARIS, Monday. 

Marshal Pétain has been appointed 
Vice-President of the Superior War 
Council—that is to say, Generalissimo of 
the French Army. 

Marshal Pétain is already assured of a 

lace in history as the defender of Verdun. 
With Marshal Foch, he was one of the 
most romantic figures of the war. He 
was almost unknown at the outbreak of 
the war, and it was at Verdun that he 
won hic great reputation. He was the 
hero of France after his unfaltering 
defence of the fortress in the face of fierce 
German attacks. 

In 1917 he became Commander-in Chief 
of the French armies on the Western front, 
and when victory came he was made a 
Marshal of France. 

Although Marshal Pétain has held the 
post of Vice-President of the Superior War 
Council since 1929, it has been found de- 
sirable to issue this statement that his 
nomination carries with it the supreme 
command, owing to reports which have 
been current that General Weygand, Chief 
of the Genera] Staff, was, in fact, 
Generalissimo as a result of his recent

FARMERS. 


POSSIBLE INCREASE OF 
INCOME TAX,

From Oug, POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT, 
inquiries in Free State Government 
circles yesterday elicited the information 
that the long-awaited report of the De- 
rating Commission is expected t» be in the 
hands of the Executive Council very soon. 
It is ah open secret that the Commission 
has found it very difficult to arrive at agreed 
conclusions, and that there aré two re- 
ports. This is not surprising when one 
recalls the problems which the Commis- 
sion was asked to investigate. They in- 
cluded :— : 

(1) The effect on production and em- 
ployment of local rates at present levied 
on agricultural land and buildings, and 
fr put transport hereditaments ; 

(2) The probable economic consequences 
of affording partial, or complete, relief 
from such rates by means of contributions 
from the Exchequer to local authorities ; 
or, alternatively, by transferring to the 
Central Government, the administration of 
particular services ; 

(5) The effect of affording such relief 
on the existing system of local govern- 
ment, including local financial adminis- 
tration, and any modifications of that 
system which would thereby be rendered 
desirable ; 

(4) The basis on which Exchequer 
grants are at present distributed to local 
authorities, and whether, and, if so, how, 
that basis could be so modified as to 
secure increased agricultural and indus- 
trial production as a consequence of dis- 
tributing the grants.

“me reason for this 
decision is that the 
position in the coun- 
tries mentioned is 
me. vastly different from 
& that which obtains 
in the Free State. 
In England the 
valuation of agricul- 
tural land is only 2% 
per cent.; in Scotland it is about 6 per 
cent., and in Northern Ireland 38 per 
cent., while in the Free S+-+e it is no less 
than 65 per cnt. of the whole. 

On these figures a cou iete de-rating 
scheme on the English scale would be quite 
impossible. It is estimated that the cost 
would be in the neighbourhood of 
£2,500,000. It is thought, however, that 
the Government might be able to adopt a 
partial scheme running to a cost of about 
£1,000,000. The raising of the money 
would, of course, mean additional taxation, 
including, possibly, an addition of ls. in 
the £ to income tax, with further taxes on 
tea, sugar, petrol and other commodities. 
The Government, of course, realises that, 
while such a scheme would relieve the 
farmers’ burden, it would create a feeling 
of dissatisfaction among other sections of 
the community. 

It is clear that any serious attempt to 
tackle the subject of de-rating must be 
accompanied by a recasting of the entire 
system of local government. Both are in- 
extricably bound together. Large sums 
handed over to local authorities as Govern- 
mént grants would require very careful 
handling, and in order to ensure this the 
present system would have to be altered, 
and local popular representation probably 
would have to be leavened with paid Com- 
missioners, who would be given wide 
powers of control over matters of finance.

Ireland 
Eats More 
Fruit. 


PLENTIFUL 
HOME SUPPLIES. 


[HERE has been a big increase in the 

consumption of fruit in Ireland dur- 
ing the past year. It would seem as if 
many people had taken heed of the 
slogan: “ Kat more fruit.” One example 
of the value of such advertising is afforded 
by the grape fruit, the sales of which have 
increased five-fold during the past four 
years. Supplies of this refreshing fruit 
come to Ireland chiefly from California, 
and can be obtained almost everywhere. 
A few years ago it was regarded as a 
luxury. Another fruit which attained 
popularity largely through the agency of 
i iclous advertising propaganda is the 
anana. ‘This comes now almost entirely 
from Jamaica. 


ORANGES IN ABUNDANCE. 


Oranges come directly to Dublin from 
the orange groves in Spain, and this year 
the crop has proved not only plentiful, 
but of specially good quality. The result 
has been that consumers have been able 
to get their oranges at extremely low 
prices. Jaffas are especially good, and 
are cheap considering that they have to be 
brought portion of the journey by camels 
across the desert from Palestine. 

A great deal of fruit is now also coming 
from South Africa. In this respect that 
country might almost be described as 
barren ten years ago, but its possibilities 
having been discovered, development is 
taking place rapidly, and the produce is 
inding a good market. 


APPLES PLENTIFUL. 


Apples this season have proved to be a 
bumper crop in Ireland. Wherever they 
are grown they have given a bountiful 
yield, while the condition of the fruit 
has been highly satisfactory. From 
a business point of view, however. 
the crop has proved a disappointment to 
growers. It so seldom that they 
have what might be called a bumper 
crop, that they are not prepared, an‘ 
cannot, therefore, profit by it. The prin- 
ciple apple growing centre is Annaghmore. 
Co. Armagh, and from that aréa apples 
have been exported this season to Holland 
Belgium and Germany—the variety most 
in favour for this trade being Bramley's 
Seedling. The trouble with Irish apple 
{ivwing is that regular supplies cannot be 
guaranteed owing to the limited area 
under orchards and the uncertainty of | 
our climate. 7 
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NEED FOR GRADING AND 
PACKING, i 


Even more important is the need which 
exists for proper grading and packing 
of apples. Good fruit is grown in the 
Scuth well as in the North, but the 
majority of growers will not take the 
trouble to pick, grade and pack the fruit 
with care. There are a few whose con- 
signments can be relief upon, but most 
barrels of Irish apples are so mixed that 
their value is much depreciated, It 
would seem as if the apples were simply 
shovelled into the barrels without any 
discrimination. 

Home-grown apples are so plentiful] and 
cheap at present that it is extremely hard 
to market them. France is inquiring as 
to supplies of Bramleys for cider making. 
and at what price they are available. 
Whether we should be able to keep up the 
supply if a trade opened up in thi: direc 
tion 1s another matter.

DEATH AS A MEANS OF 
ESCAPE.

RHODESIAN ENGINEER'S 
SUICIDE. 


Reuter’s Correspondent at Umtali, report- 
ing the suicide of Charles Edward Hunt, an 
engineer in the Roads Department, Salisbury, 
says that Hunt Is alleged to have been in 
ossession of a large sum of money, the pro- 
perty of the Southern Rhodesia Government. 
A warrant had been issued tor his arrest, and 
the police at Umtali and the ortuguese 
authorities had been warned to keep a look- 
out for h.m. 

He arrived here by car about 8 p-m., and 
inquired the direction o! the Portuguese 
border from a local resident, who avcom- 
panied him part of the way. He returned 
with his informant to Umtali, and afterwards 
returned to the border alone. He was held 
up by a Portuguese ofhcia; at the Macha- 
panda border customs post, who recognised 
the number of his car. : i 

This official, assisted by a resident, took 
Hunt under arrest back to Umtali, Mean- 
while a police party had been sent from here 
in aa of the “wanted '” man, and, as 
the two cars met, near the Umtali racecourse, 
Hunt shot himself in the head. The district 
surgeon was summoned, but his services were 
of no avail, and Hunt died a few moments 
after his arrival. 

Hunt was about thirty years of age, and 
had only been in the Government service a 


few months.

| A YOUTH'S DEATH. 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOT 
WITH A PISTOL, 


A Christmas party shooting accident 
with a safety pistol was investigated at 
Barking yesterday, where the inquest was 
held on the body of Clifford er, aged 18, 
who died from injuries received by the un- 
expected discharge of the pistol. 

Ager’s nine-year-old nephew, George Ager, 
of the Triangle, Marking, was playing with 
the pistol, and said, jokingly, to his uncle, 
“ Hands up, uncle!” 

Next moment there was a report, Clifford 
Ager fell with a wound in the temple, and 
he died shortly afterwards. | 

The -father of the dead man told the 
Coroner (Dr. Ambrose) that about 10 o'clock 
on Christmas night he was playing cards 
with his two-sons, Clifford Richard and 
Percival. Clifford, earlier on, had dressed 
up, and made the party laugh. 

George, Percival’s nine-year-old son, 
thought apparently that it would. be good fun 
to do the same. He went out of the room, 
and returned wearing his scout hat, and his 


uncle’s coat, 
“HANDS UP.” 

Suddenly George drew the safety pistol 
from his uncle’s coat pocket; and shouting 
“Hands un !” fired. © 

“ He did not point the pistol,” Mr. Ager 
said. “ It, all hap mg so suddenly. His 
mother told me the oy had read books 
about cowboys, and that had taught him to 
be ‘‘ quick on the draw.” It was an auto- 
matic pistol.” 

The Coroner—Has your son been in the 
habit of carrying pistols about with him ? 

Mr. Ager—I have never taken much notice, 
but his mother told me that he had others, 
and that she threw them into the river, I 
said he should not have any more. She re- 
plied that it was no use; he would only get 
more with his pecket money. 

Mr. Ager said that his son Clifford was 
fastinated by arms of all kind. © He was 
going ‘to join the Air Force in a week or 
two, and was looking forward to it. 

Percival Ager said his brother must have 
been using the pistol, which had been bored, 
and slipped it into his overcoat pocket. 

Dr. Fenton described the wound in Clifford 
Ager’s head as penetrating three and .three- 
quarter inches. 

The Coroner, recording a verdict of acci- 
dental death, described the carrying about of 
a pistol in the manner which had been stated 
as ‘““almost criminal negligence.’ 

“There can be no justification,” he said, 
“for people in this country carrying pistols, 
especially loaded, in their overcoat pockets. 
It was very foolish. .It has meant the loss 
of the life of this fine young man, and the 
accident wil! probably remain a mark on the 
child’s life for the rest of his days.” 


THE GREAT (TARIFF) 
WALL OF CHINA.

NEW DUTIES WILL AFFECT 
BRITISH EXPORTS. 
From REUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NANKING, Monday. 

China’s new schedule of tariffs was promul- 
gated here this morning. It affects many 
articles imported from Great Britain It con- 
tains no duty higher than fifty per cent. 
ad valorem, the rate which applies to such 
luxury imports as wines, tobacco, spirits, 
hiquers, table waters and certain classes of 
silk goods. 

Among the goods exempted from all duties 
are books, papers, cereals, flour and gold and 
silver bullion. The duty on arms and am- 
munition is increased from twenty-two and a 
half per cent, ad valorem to forty per cent. 

Other increases are :—Chinaware, one seven 
and a half per cent. to forty per cent. ; motor 
cars, from twenty-two and a half per cent. 
to thirty per cent.; motor lorries from twelve 
and a half per cent. to fifteen per cent ; carpets 
from seventeen and a half per cent. to forty 
per cent.; chocolate, cocoa and coffee, from 
seventeen and a half per cent. to thirty per 
cent. ; tea, from fifteen per cent. to thirty per 
eent.; cotton, clothing and haberdashery, 
from twelve and a half per cent. to twenty- 
five per cent.; dyes from seventeen and a 
half per cent. to twenty-five per cent. ; toilet 
soap, from ten per cent. to thirty per cent. ; 
matchés> from seven and a half per cent. to 
forty per cent., and cotton piece goods from 
seven fand a half per cent. to twelve and a 
half per cent.. 

The duty on telegraph, telephone and wire- 
ess equipment remains unchanged at twelve 
and a half per cent., while-that on railway 
material and, locomotives has been reduced 
from ten per cent. to five per cent. 


MORE DISCOVERIES 
AT UR. 


TOMBS OF KINGS OF THIRD 
DYNASTY. 


The British Museum announced last night 
that another remarkable discovery has been 
made at Ur by the joint expedition of the 
British Museurn and the museum of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania under the leadership 
of Mr. ©. L. Woolley. This is no less than 
the tombs of the great kings of the third 
dynasty—about 2400-2300 B.C. This was 
the great age of the prosperity of Ur and its 
kings, Ur-Engur, Dungi, and Bur-Sin, were 
names famous in history. A building with 
bricks, bearing the name of Bur-Sin, had 
been reached at the end of the previous sea- 
son. This on further investigation proved to 
be an annexe built by that monarch to a much 
larger building, a temple of his father, 
Dungi, and below the floors of both are tombs, 
large and lofty chambers, with corbal vaults, 
which are unquestionably the tombs of the 
kings. Dungi’s tomb contains a high plat- 
form, from which descend flights of stairs to 
chambers or passages, of which the explora- 
tion is not completed. All.the buildings were 
unfortunately completely plundered when Ur 
fell a victim to the Elamite invaders, but 
structurally they are of great interest, and 
the possibilities of the site are not yet ex- 
hausted.

CANADIAN HOTEL FIRE.

TEN GUESTS PERISH IN FLAMES. 
From ReEvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Monday. 
Several lives are believed to have been 
lost in a fire which completely destroyed a 
hotel at Cochrane, Ontario, early this 
morning. At least eight guests, including 
four children, were trapped in the flames. 
The exact number of guests in the hotel 


has been destroyed.. There were a hundred 
rooms in the building, and a number of 
the local unemployed workers were accom- 
modated in the basement. 
Later. 

It is now established that the number of 
deaths is at least ten, and a search is sti]! 
being carried on for the bodies of other 
victims which, it is feared, are among the 
ruins. 

The dead include the brother of the 
owner of the hotel, with his wife and four 
children. The father, after helping to 
rescue other guests, plunged into the fire- 
swept building in an effort to rescue his 
wife and children, breaking away from the 
bystanders who attempted to restrain him.

The fully-clothed skeleton found on Mid- 
hope Moors, Yorkshire, a few miles from 
Penistone, on Saturday is believed to be 
that. of Arthur Pearson, aged 38, a pork 
butcher, who had been missing from 
Barnsley, where he had beén in business for 
a ‘few’ weeks, .since March 24th. Pearson 
worked in. Barnsley as a pork butcher's 
assistant about six or seven years ago, and 
was afterwards employed in Bradford for five 
years. Last January he returned to Barnsley 
and hegan business on his own account. A 
few weeks later’ he lost part of two fingers 
through being caught in a chopping machine. 
This, it is stated, cdused him to be depressed, 
and he disappeared suddenly on March 24th.

MOTOR SHIPPING. |

ABNORMALLY LOW 


CONTRACTS. — 


Since the beginning of the yeár (says the 
Motor Ship), 142 motor ships of over 1,000 
tons gross have been ordered. Of these, 
91 aye tankers and 51 cargo and passenger 
ships, but the latter are mainly of small 
size. If we exclude Russia, which scarcely 
affects the shipbuilding situation, only 15 
cargo and passenger motor vessels of 4,000 
tons gross-and ‘upwards have been laid down 
since January Ist. There are about 6,000 
cargo vessels of this size in the world's 
fleet (steam and motor), and of these more 
than 600 or 10 per cent. are already over 25 
years old. 

In a year, normally, between 500 and 550 
of the type would be laid down and com- 
pleted, yet this year not more than ó0 such 
ships—steam máil motor—have been ordered, 
and of these only three or four in the United 
Kingdom. Actually, the absence of orders 
for cargo ships dates still further back, for 
there have been practically no contracts for 
the past 15 months. 

Roughly speaking, a. certain tonnage has 
to be ordered on an average each year to 
maintain the world’s cargo-carrying capacity 
(for an absolute reduction in world tonnage 
is unthinkable), so that a lean year such as 
that through which we have passed means 
that more substantial orders have, later, 
to be placed. This will be clearly seen in 
relation to tankers. ‘For a long period no 


r vessels of any note were ordered and this 


was followed by very heavy contracting, about 
a year ago, for new motor vessels. ' The 
absence of orders for cargo ships will, in the 
end, be balanced by contracts in excess of 
those in a normal year, and it is one of the 
unfortunate circumstances oí shipbuilding 
that this fluctuating demand cannot be 
levelled more ‘satisfactorily. Possibly, to 
some extent, the valleys in the cargo and 
passenger ship demand can be filled by the 
peaks in the contracting period for tankers, 
as in the ge year; for the general trade 
depression has not been felt so severely in 
shipbuilding as would have been the case 
were it not for the need for tankers which 
arose towards the end of 1929. 

If we are approaching the time when cargo 
tonnage must again be laid down, and there 
seems little doubt that this must be so (the 
existence of a large laid-up tonnage is no 
proof against this argument, for there are 
at least twice as many obsolescent ships 
on the register book as those which are idle), 
the question of the means of propulsion of 
the new ships begins again to assume great 
importance, We may go back to the last 
period of severe depression in shipbuilding 
and shipping. It was immediately after this 
time that the motor ship began to make 
rapid progress, culminating in the con- 
struction of such vessels to a large extent 
than steamers. Such a revolution had not 
been contemplated before the slump (in 1922 
and 1923) and it appears that times of depres. 
sion calling for the utmost need for economy 
lead t6 an increased interest in and demand 
for motor vessels. 

History may repeat itself now, for never 
was the need for the utmost economy in 
opera ships more urgent than it is to- 
day. ‘he argument is reinforced by the 
knowledge that, of the economic fast cargo 
liner class of ship which now threatens 
largely to replace the tramp, the majority 
under construction are to be equipped with 
internal-combustion machinery. In fact, in 
most European countries there are practically 
no steamers of this type being built, and if 
the demand for new tonnage will centre 
largely around such cargo liners, there is 
little doubt that motor ships for carrying 
cargo will be adopted to an even larger 
extent than before, somewhat as has been 
the case with regard to tankers.

The Times Peking Correspondent tele- 
graphed yesterday:—In connection ‘with 
the demand of the Chinese Cultural 
Society of Peking that Sir Aurel Stein 
shall -be immediately expelled from 
Sinkiang (Chinese Turkestan), the British 
Legation explains that before entering 
Sinkiang from India last September Sir 
Aurel Stein informed the authorities at 
Nanking through the Government of India 
that he was willing to give an under- 
taking not to remove any archeological 
finds without the consent of the Chinese 
Government. The Nanking Government, 
however, made no reply, and the present 
agitation for Sir Aurel Stein’s expulsion 
from Sinkiang is evidently being fostered 
in ignorance of his offer. 

Sir Aurel Stein is seeking the route 
travelled by che Buddhist priest, Hsuan 
Esang, who spent seventeen years in India 
in the seventh century collecting Buddhist 
sacred books and relics, which he took back 
to China. Sir Aurel Stein’s chief desire 
is to ensure that any finds shall be repro- 
duced, and thus made available for study. 
The ultimate destination of the originals 
is to him of secondary importance.

Problems of fog flying, which impressed 
Thomas A. Edison deeply when he bad his 
first informal lesson It ground scho 
aeronautics eight weeks ago, have caused the 
inventor to turn his attention to aviation a 
a field for his talents, 

During a recent conference with Lieute 
tichard Aldworth, director of the Newa 
metropolitan airport, Mr. Edison reveal 
that he had been giving serious consideratio: 
to aviation problems, and had several definite 
ideas of the manner in which they should 
be met. The conference (savs the CAristu 
Science Monitor), followed a telepho 
request from Mr. Edison’s secretary tl; 
Lieutenant Aldworth visit the inventor at 
his home. 

Mr. Edison, atter greeting his visitor, said 
he wanted ‘‘to go deeper into aviation 
problems than. I have been able to go 
before.” He then led Lieutenant Aldworth 
to his study, where on his 
had provided half a dozen ~ newly 
sharpened pencils and six thick scribb! 
pads. For 2 hours he questioned his vi 
closely on. technilal phases of aviation, 1) 
answers filing 25 closely written pages, wi 
Mr. Edison Jaid carefully in the top draw 
of his desk at the close of the interview. 

Discussing the difficulties the air pilot e 
counters im bad weather, Mr. Edison saw 
that he did not eonsider the radio beacon 
be. the: most efficient instrument for bli 
flying. 

“ Radio, at the present time,-is a 
delicate for fog work.” he: said. “] 
ally prefer to work up something much mo 
simple, involving, perltaps, ‘sight or sound. | 
ao not intend to add to the multiplicity o! 
iristruments on the instrument board. 
already made some experiments with rockets. ’ 

When Lieutenant Aldworth explained th 
the difficulty with sound signals was that th: 
drone of the motor would drown them out. 
Mr. Edison showed again- that he had. been 
giving close thought to aviation problems. 

‘On the contrary, a distinetive sound 
could. be created,” he replied, ‘‘ which would 
cut through the sound of the motor and reach 
the aviator.”’

THE WONDERS 


OF DUNSINK 


OBSERVATORY. 
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By a SPectaAL CORRESPONDENT. 

IFTY years from now more Irishmen will 
be missing more trains; their wives and 
other female relatives will be more 

tardy than ever in keeping to their appoint- 
ments ; football matches will start even later 
than now, and theatre curtains will go up 
while yet the stalls are only half-full. That 
is the alarming forecast for 1980 unless science 
can come to the aid of the Irish public and 
evolve some means to determine the correct 
time of day. Science may fail, however; then, 
rhaps, some octogenarian will tell of Dublin 
in the year 1930, when everyone who owned a 
timepiece might adjust it by the clock in the 
G.P.O., the. clock in the Baliast Office or the 
clock in Trinity College, all of which were 
right to the 100th part of a second. 
‘* Those were the days, the octogenarian 
may ‘say, “ before the stock of spiders’ nests 
ave out at Dunsink Observatory; the days 
fore some well-meaning, but short-sighted, 
servant of the British Crown sent out a flock 
of sparrows to Mauritius.’’ This imaginary 
octogenarian of the year 1980 will not be de- 
he ing on his imagination for his facts. 
est, however, in that age there may be none 
of his contemporaries left, I have taken it 
upon myself to substantiate his statements. 


THE OBSERVATORY. 

Dunsink Observatory stands 300 feet above 
sea-level and some six miles to the North of 
Dublin City. There, by devious routes and 
untrodden ways, 1 went the other day and 
learnt many remarkable things. 

In a house beside the Observatory proper 
I found Mr. Charles Martin, M.A., a quiet- 
voiced, scholarly man, who has been acting 
director of the Observatory since 1921. Mr. 
Martin is the man who every night, with 
only the aid of a telescope, some stars and 
some infinitely finely-drawn threads taken 
from the-»softest part of spiders’ nests, 

ages Irish time to the fraction of a second. 

his is how it is done. Every evening the 
Acting Director at Dunsink fixes a telescope 
on a particular star. The instrument which 
he uses is a Meridian telescope, a huge brass 
affair, reminiscent of a field-piece; it stands 
on two immense concrete supports, which, in 
order to prevent vibration, go down 30 feet 
to the solid rock beneath the building, and 
it revolves in a vertical arc, which cuts 
directly through the North and South Poles. 
Although it weighs several hundredweights, 
the actual weight carried on the pivots on 
which it turns is only twenty-five pounds. 
Across the eye-pieces of this delicate instru- 
ment are stretched vertical threads, made 
from the softest parts of spiders’ nests; they 
are so fine that it is virtually impossible to 
see them, unless a light is behind them. 

Mr. Martin knows what time his star, 
moving in its accustomed path, should pass 
across any part of the lens of his 
telescope, and when in due course it 
rasses behind one of the stretched 
threads for a moment its pin-point of light 
is cut in two. Then the watcher presses an 
electric button and the actual time of passing 
Is recorded on a revolving paper-covered 
drum in another room. This drum or 
barrel makes a complete revolution every 
minute, and its paper jacket is divided into 
sixty divisions representing seconds, which 
can be further divided into 6.000 divisions 
each representing a hundredth part o 
second. 

In this room, too, is the Obser 
dard clock. “ hi h.

A WIDE PANORAMA. 


Standing on an elevation in the ce 
a spreading plain, the observatory comma! 

a wide panoramic view of virtualiy all County 
Dublin. Its name in the (Gaelic s 
“-bull-fort.”” and there is evidence tha 
one time an old fortified building. 
perhaps, used as a monastery, stood there 
Some years ago workmen discovered, some 
three feet below the surface of the ground, 
the remains of a four-walled structure 
possibly a cell--the masonry of which went 
down for a depth of eight feet. Necently a 
coin of James I. was discovered there, and 
within the last few weeks a brass coin ol 
Constantine has been found in the gardens. 
This coin, which suggests evidence of Roman 
trade with Ireland in the second century ol 
the Christian era, has been presented to the 
National Museum. 

As 1 walked through this garden with Mr. 
Martin by my side, he told me many things. 
Before 1782 I discovered nothing whatever 
was known of the stars, except that they 
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appeared to be points of light situated at 
immense distances from the earth. 

In 1783 Henry Ussher was appointed Direc- 
tor of Astronomy at Dunsink. Py his as- 
siduity the building was completed, and. nine 
years later the Professor of Astronomy was, 
by Letters Paient, given the title of As- 
tronomer Rtoval of Ireland. It was about this 
period that Sir William Herschell determined 
to find the distance of the stars. These 
points of light were so far away, however, 
that he could not employ the method of find- 
ing distance as commonly used by surveyors.

With the weather very mild, indeed, for 
the time of year, there should ‘be a good 
attendance for the opening stage of the New.

From Epsvn 
Í learn that he has taken exceptionlly weil 
to steeplechasing, and there is no reason why 
he should not win at the first time of asking, 
as‘he was a good winner over hurdles last 
season, and is just the make and shape for 
& cross-country performer, Ottawa, who 
finished third to Burning Bush and Prince 
of Athens on this course last month, is 
fancied each way again, but I prefer the 
claims of Aretic Star, who should not be 
troubled to win in the hands of Mr. L. 
Whitfield, a very capable amateur rider. 

lhe Juvenile Hurdle Race is almost as open 
as a handicap. Annaly, who could do no 
better than finish third in his race last week- 
end, may be saddled for this, but I am not 
.at all certain that he has any liking for 
racing, and my choice, therefore, falls between 
Solfeggio and King Cobra. The latter 
finished second to Annaly at Hurst Park when 
receiving 5lb., but as he now will be 
receiving 22Ib, this should at least enable 
him to finish in front of Annaly. On the 
other hand, Solfeggio ran away from a field 
of platers at Hurst Park. I doubt, however, 
if he will be up to the standard of King 
Cobra. i 

The Didcot Handieap Hurdle Race will be 
one of the most open races on the card. 
Residue runs instead of Clear Cash, and can 
be made out to have an excellent chance on 
his recent Lingfield success. Parson's Well 
divided Castiederg and Go Easy at Hurst 
Park, and, with Castlederzg a doubtful com- 
petitor here, Parson's Well can be preferred 
again to Go Easy, who will now~enjey only 
lib. advantage. Bob Stone and Kilreckle 
also claim consideration, but I sum up in 
favour of Parson's Well.

covert. Hounds were held round the covert, 
but there was no trace of the fox.

but no one was hurt. 

What with wind and rain prevailing all 
day on Saturday last, it was not surprising 
that the sport did not maintain the previous 
day s standard. The meet was at Allenstown, 
where Admiral and Mrs. Craig Waller 
dispensed hospitality to all. The Decoy and 
the Burrow Wood having been drawn blank, 
hounds proceeded to Foreign Grove, from 
which they ran over the river, and short of 
Moyagher turned to the right by Athgayne 
into Charlesfort. Finding the earths well 
stopped here the fox continued on to the 
laurel covert, from which he was forced out 
and retriced his steps to Charlesfort, where 
they bowled him over. The gorse covert and 
Oatlands were blank, as was Teltown, and the 
day finished with a short burst from Donagh- 
patrick moat to Carrig, the fox being left 
after a couple of rings.
